Lonpbon, April 22.—A dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph Company from 
Berlin, timed 3:12 P. M., says: The 
Emperor has been in a critical condi- 
tien since last night.

BERLIN, April 22—The Emperor’s 
condition is better this evening. His 
tom perature is lower than it was in the 
morning aud his breathing easier.

Nevertheless, his condition is 
worse, showing symptoms of pyemisa.

A fatal accident. occurred at the 
Bay District track, San Francisco, 
on Saturday, during the progress of 
a rade. The following account is 
taken from the Examiner: 

As the horses entered the home- 
stretch for the run to the wire). 
Theodore Winters’ colt Don Jose, 
ridden by Joe Courtney, drew out of 
the rush and took the lead. At the 
eighth pole he seemed a winner, 
but at this point Hamilton, who 
had the mounton Haggin’s Trade 
Mark, made his run and closed rap- 
idiy on the leader. Courtney took 
in the situation and commenced 
punishing. The horse bolted to 
avoid punishment, but Courtney 
got him going again. At tlie draw- 
gate lie again attempted to use the 
whip. At the time be was riding 
with a loose rein, and did not have 
the horse wellin hand. Along the 
fence of the stretch was a crowd of 
men, gazing intently at the ap- 

roaching horses and never dream- 
ng that there was any danger of 
| the horses jumpiug over the fence 
up u them, | 

When Courtney bit the colt a 
stinging blow on the flank he 
jumped away from it to avoid 
further. puvishment and leaped over 
the fence, striking Sydney Marsh, 
a bystander, full in the chest and 
throwing him down. The back of 
Marsh’s head struck upoo the hard 
track. ‘Horse and rider fell over on 
Marsh, and the animalin his en- 
deavors to arise atruck bim frequent 
vicious blows with his steel-piated 
hoofs, 

Courtney was fortunate in get- 
ting his feet out of the stirrups and 
had a miraculous escape, as he sus- 
tained only a few slight bruises 
about the body. 

As soon as the judges saw that a 
man was hurt they rang the bell 
and called for a doctor. Coroner 
Stanton, who was attending the 
races, responded and after examin- 
ing tue man pronounced his injuries 
probably fatal. 

Chief Crowley and Captain Lees, 
who were in attendance, imme- 
diately procured a stretcberand the 
unconcious mau was conveyed to 
the dining-room of the hotel, where 
it was found that Marsh was suffer- 
ing from concussion of the brain, 
superinduced by a fracture at the 
base of the skull.

The suit brought by the Promon- 
ory Stock Company against John 

. Houtz aud others, which bas 
been mentioned before, came up in 
the Third District Court yesterday 
morning. The Promontery Com- 
pany had purchased a large tract of 
railroad land in Box Elder county, 
the even numbered sections ex- 
tending a distance of: forty miles 
north and south and thirty-six 
miles east and “west, thus being 
owned by them, whereas the others 
remaine'l public domain. In this 
area is foundl about 350,000 acres of 
goverument land. The sheep men 
claimed the right to herd their 


sheep on the public domain, as well 
as the privilege of passing over the 
company's lands in so doing. The 
company was unahie to fence their 
land, except singly, each section 
having a separate feuce, as they 
would otherwise inclose the whole. 
There being no way whereby the 
sleep men could be kept from these 
lands, the stock company sought 
an injunction forbidding the sbeep 
men to trespass, which would vir- 
tually be forbidding them the use 
of the governaief{ lang for grazing 
purposes. ts 

The facts in the casé were re- 
viewed by Judge Zane. He stated 
that the question was simply this: 
Do the facts alleged present a case 
in which the court should issue an 
injunction? Would it be equitable 
to do so? He thew reviewed the ef- 
fects, should the injunction be 
granted. The plaintiffs admit that 
the Government will not permit the 
, inclosure of its lands and yet they 
ask for the fencing of 350,000 acres 
of Government land by an ipjunc- 
tlon. Sheep men would not pass 
from one section of the ‘public do- 
main to another without trespas:- 
ing on  plgiotiffs’ lands. They 
would, therefore, be debarred from 
the use of this land, while the plaiu- 
uffs would re the use of not 
oulyheir oWnjands, but the pub- 
lic domain iuside this tract of 40 
miles by 36, only half of which was 
owned by plaintiff. The public 
who may travel that way would be 
forced to pass around this block, 36 
miles, if traveliug from north to 
south, or 40 miles, if traveling from 
east to west. 

The rights of one party could not 
be given without.infringiog upon 
the rights of others, and as the com- 
pany fully understoud the situation 
at the time of purshase, they could 
not now deprive the public the use 
of 350,000 acres of public domain, 
and appropriate it to themselves.
